M. Yuval, Israeli 
Consul, Discusses 
State and Culture 

Moshe Yuvàl, Israel Consul Gen- 
eral, was welcomed by a small 
group at Hillcl house last night, 
where' he conducted an Informal 
discussion on the problems of the 
government and life in general lii 
Israel, • » 

Forced to cancel the planned lec- 
ture due to the lack of attendance, 
he pleased the small atidiénce by 
his frank and informative views nf 
the problems . of ..the,. new state. 

The representatlvevof'thc Israeli 
Government Is not elected by a 
constituency as in Canada, but by 
the whole state, he said. ' More- 
over, there la no party systcni as 
we know it in this country. In 
Israel a group of men of similar 
political views get together to form 
a policy, differing slightly from 
the views of any other party, and 
form another parly. These men 
draw up a list of the candidates 
to run for their . party* and the 
policies ! which -tliey. pledge thcm- 
sclvcsMo 'follow.' When vpting time 
(.'omcs, every citizen Is confronted 
with this list, and votes chiefly 
for the party policy, and not for 
the individual candidates. The votes 
for each party are. tJien counted, 

tion In the govemmentilln: propor- 
tion to the votes they receive. Full 
presentation requires 2000 votes. It 
party has 14,000 votes, lor in- 
stance, it wilt have seven mem- 
bers, and if it , has 3500 votes, it 
will have one member, with 1500 
votes in reserve. At the end of 
the counting reinalning seats bi^ 
allocated to the highest number of 
votes in reserve. 

Mr. Yuval also answered ques- 
tions on- the state ' of the culture 
In Israel.. Many/peopIe,are. against 
the enforcement of thé snbbath day, 
he said, but 'most people take it 
for granted as the custom of the 
countrj".

The Arena Wing of the Players 
Club was founded In the autumn of 
1948 by Eugene Jousse, an Arts 
Student, who had spent the previ- 
ous summer visiting Arena theat- 
res in the United States.. ,It was 
Ma'rgo Jones , with her long and 
succouful experience with Arena 
Theatre In Dallas, Texas, whir ad- 
vised Jousse to introduce 'Arena 
Theatre at McGlIl. 

Arena Theatre was first present- 
ed here on Dec. 14, 1048, when two 
one-act plays, 'jHello Out There', 
and I The ^ngel On The, Ship', 
were presented In the Club Room 
of the Union to 'an audience of 
drama critics and friends. Encour- 
aged by this audience to continue 
with Arena • Theatre,' The : Arena 
Wing, under the direction of Jousse, 
successfully produced rrhiindcr 
Rock' In the Ballroom of the Union 
the following Spring. 

They also entered 'Hello Out 
There' In the Regional Drama Fes- 
tival that year: but as a proscenium 
play, tor no arrangementij had been 
made that year ,for Arenç entries. 
In the Festival Elizabeth Sifton was 
awarded the trophy^tor:..the best 
actress for her' i;>erf5rmance of the 
girl in 'Hello Out There'. 

Last Year the Arena Wing pro- 
duced Ibsen's 'Ghosts', which was 
entered in the Festlx^al, as an Arena 
prodtjction, winning , top honors; 
and being awarded /our trophies 
for the production. These were the 
Martha Allan Trophy, for the best 



production, and the prizes for the 
best direction, the best English act' 
or, and the most outstanding Eng- 
lish male performance.

The film was prepared under the 
direction of Dr. J. Ernest Ayre, 
wjth the assistance of members of 
the. staff of the Cytological Labora 
tories. It was filmed 'at, the,; Doii' 
ncr Building for MedlearReseatch, 
tiiii Royal Victoria Hospital iand the 
Pathological Institute. 

An earlier educational cancer 
fi'm, "Precancer Diagnosis of Cer- 
vix by Cytology," was prepared by 
Dr. Ayre in 1946. It has since been 
shown widely. • 

.The film, niade possible through 
a grant from Charles E. Frosst and 
Company to the Cytological Labora- 
tories, is designed for physicians, 
hûrses arid, public, health workers 
and emphasizes the role of the fam- 
ily, doctor as the key figure in can- 
cer detection and control.

Uneasiness Permeates Armistice 
In Jerusalem — Professor Scott 



(This article is the, fourth In a 
scries whicii Professor R. B. Y. 
Scott has sent the Daily from the 
Middle East. Professor Scott on 
leave from the Divinity Faculty has 
gone to, Hashemite Jordan where 
he will attend the American School 
of Oriental Research to do arch- 
aeological research. Before he left 
he agreed to send along some com- 
ments about the places he visited.)

; The "misrair" plane from Cairo 
was a well-kept Bccchcraft with a 
competent Egyptian pilot. We pass- 
ed over the Suez Canal at Ismailia, 
and then made a detour to keep 
well clear of the long tongue of Is- 
raeli territory which extends to the 
Gulf of Akaba. Civilian planes 
which get too close have been fired 
upon. The windmarkcd Egyptian 
desert was unlike the "Wilderness 
ol Paran" which wi'iniow jlcw over, 
for here the surface drainage has 
produced vine-like networks In the 
sand. After crossing the Gulf of 
Akaba we turned North over the 
Incredibly broken mountains of 
Caom of southern Maob. Fetra. the 
ancient stronghold 'arid sanctuary 
of the Edomites arid Nabataeans, ap- 
peared to the East. Not far off was 
the Crusader fortress of Montreal, 
at Shobak; unfortunately I did not 
see it In a little while the waters 
of the Dead' Sea showed beyond 
the mountains, with the western 
shore white in the haze of the dis- 
tance. Opposite Jervctro the plane 
turned westward, and came in for 
a landing at Kolanria .Mrport 
(where the runway is downifill and 
crosses the main highway to the 



North). As we circled in th? 
bumpy air for a landing, I caught 
a gliriipse. of the Ruaslan . tower on 
the Mount of Ollves!'^*^^^' 

There are a good many signs of 
the - recent fighting, and evidences 
that the present armistice has pro- 
vided only an uneasy peace. As the 
airline's car -approached Jerusalem 
(passing under Tel-el-Ful, \vhlch 
was' the GIbeath of Saul'siday), the 
driver had to slow a'nd swerve at 
scver<)I road-blocks, while all tlic 
time his radio produced gay music. 
Barbed wire and ruined houses 
mark the boundary. ,of ^No Man's 
Land, only' three or four hundred 
yards from the American School of 
Oriental Research. It is not much 
faiiher to the Mandclbaum Gate, 
where a closely controlled move- 
ment of foreigners between the two 
states takes place periodically. 
Armed police and members of the 
Arab Legion arc everywhere in the 
streets, and when we drove north 
beyond Nablus we had to report 
at the Police Post there, and were 
given an escort with a tommygun, 
for foreigners are suspect outside 
thé towns. 

Nevertheless, life is peaceftil en- 
ough, and the small shops In the 
narrow streets of Jerusalem are 
well stocked. Every third shop 
seems to sell sweets. Meat, fruit and 
vegetables seem to be In abun- 
dance; in fact, the variety and size 
of the vegetables _ are astonishing. 
Outride the walls some modern 
shops have been newly built; I first 
nollced the 'HiRh Life Grocery." 
where the altitude apparently re- 
fers.' to the Klas.';cd-in-shop front, 
and the quality of the goods in the

v; hatred, encourages intolerance and cruelty, dc-

are defeated everywhere there can be no lasting

;One of the revealing pictures shows General 
f Elsènhower and other top American military lead- 
.^;i:,éraJooklhg down in silence over the many charred 
())^diis In the Nazi concentration camp at Gotha. 
^Ilélerring tô thè Nazis soon after the General said: 
"thé criminals must be brought to punishment; 1 
f hall hold out for that forever". But a mere six 
■y-'Hl^oii years after, the General, speaking before an 
. ^'^iiudience of Germans said in .a very conciliatory 
;r<^j|tïhé, thit wé "let bygones bè bygones." So, the Gen- 
-,;v^Ê£l<hai forgotten; the newspapers have forgotten; 
-f^tnd; apparently the Canadian Government has like- 
;;^'j.wlse. Have ordinary people torsoUen? . . . NO! 
J. Millions of mothers, brothers and sisters of those 



who lost their lives in the Nazi holocaust can, never 
forget. The writer himself has lost more than 2S 
relatives at the hands of those very same Nazis. 

It Is quite évidént that the tJ.S. State Department 
desires to set tip a government of German militar- 
ism. Krupp has been released and steel production 
. in Germany is once again being switched from 
toys to guns. Leading war criminals are having 
their sentences suspended. Ilsa Koch, it is felt by 
many, did not receive her Just due. Antl-semltism 
is once again rampant and unchecked. A number 
of recent articles in the Montreal Star suggest that 
World War II was a mistake and In Canada there 
is talk about releasing Kurt Meyer. But most im- 
portant it is planned to organize units of German 
soldiers under Nazi generalship much to the dis- 
taste of evèry people in Europe and. else where. 

In the very same way the Nazi power was built 
up to destroy^ Russia .and defeat any democratic 
aspirations within Germany, to, now, once again 
that power is being revived. Not only in Germany 
but throughout the 'Western* World' evCry fascist 
type of organization is being revived and supported 
in the name of meeting what is calléd the threat 
of possible aggrc5slon. Can we choose such friends 
and feel morally righteous about defending 'West- 
ern civilization'? 

Is there nothing indignant Canadians can do 
about this? The Standard put it very well in 1B4S 
when it suggested that we should NEVER forget 
and.NEVER allow ANYONE to give power to the 
"Nazi-Fasclit murderers". We must xvrlte our 
M.P.'s and ministers of the government not to 
support the American policy. Every Campus organ- 
ization should pass riaolutiont against having our 
boyt alongside released Nazis. We can send dele- 
gations of students to Ottawa about this and en- 
courage others, by our example, to c'a likewise. 
We must not accept the principle of German 
rearmament as inevitable. We must undertake ail 
effective measures to /preyenttslinilar rotogravure 
from appearing In the future. ^
